F orbes in this city in N ovem ber last, 
w as tak en from the sheriff's g u ard by 
a mob yesterd ay and burned a t 
the 
sta k e a t the scene of his crimes, half 
a dozen blocks from the cen te r of the 
city. 
H e m ain tain ed his innocence of 
th e m u rd e r of Pearl F orbes to the last. 
P robably WOO persons w itnessed the 
lynching. 
Mobs have been searching the L e a v ­ 
en w orth county jail nightly 
for the 
last th ree nights. 
A fter A lexander's 
a rre st he w as taken before Miss Ruth, 
who identified him. W hen it w as found 
th a t A lexander had not been brought 
in from Hie p en itentiary M onday e y e ­ 
ing the mob threaten ed the sheriff and 
w arden of tile K an sas 
penitentiary 
personally, and w arned th em 'to 
get 
their fam ilies out of both the peneten- 
tiary an d Jail buildings, a s they were 
going to destroy them both w ith d y n a ­ 
mite. 
This alarm e d the sheriff and he con­ 
cluded ye sterd ay m orning 'to bring A l­ 
ex an d er In from L ansing, four 
miles 
distan t, at all costs. 
W ord w as sent 
over from Gov. S tan ley 
d urin g 
the 
m orning offering the sta te m ilitia to 
th e sheriff and also to the w ard en of 
the pen iten tiary to refuse to tu rn A lex­ 
a n d e r over unless the sheriff would 
give a w ritten g ua ran tee to 
protect 
him. 
VkThe negro w as taken from his cell at 
th e sta te p eniten tiary in the aftern o o n 
and brou gh t to town. 
F ifty deputy 
m arsh als surrou nd ed him, and deputy 
sheriffs sa t ill the hack on eith er side 
of him, 
, 
F ifty vehicles followed the hack. The 
trip to tow n w as m ade quietly. 


A T T R M P T AT R E SC U E . 
W hen the c o m e r of 
4th an d 
Olive 
stre e ts was reached the police, who 
w ere in th e hack following the one in 
which A lexand er w as concealed, ju m p ­ 
ed out a n d chased several negroes w ho 
wprv arm ed, an d attem p ted un ill-ad­ 
vised rescue. 
T his created a diversion w hich a t ­ 
tracted the atte n tio n of every one, an d 
during th e excitem ent the h ac k w as 
frantically driven to the co u n ty Jail, 
w here A lexandei wus locked in a cell 
ju st as the m ob reached the doors. 
All the doors of. Hie jail w ere then 
locked. 
Sheriff E v erh ard y on d em an d 
refused to deliver the negro. 
T he side 
door w a s forced from its hinges an d 
th e crowd surg ed into the corridor. 
A 
huge iron b a r w as secured an d the iron 
door of the cellroom forced far enough j W t, hurrv hUrrv onward 


“ I don’t know w h at you have me here 
for," said A lexander. 
F orbes replied: "F o r killing my girl 
on this very spot." 
‘‘Mr. Forbes, if th at's your name, yon 
have the w rong m an," said Hie negro. 
"Y ou’re b u rn in g an innocent m an. You 
took a d v a n ta g e of me. 
You gav e me 
no show. 
Can I see my m o th er?" 
A m an in the crowd called for the 
mother, bu t she w as not in the crowd, 
having been tak en 
a w a y 
by some 
friends. 
A lexander then said: "W ill you let 
m e shake h an d s with all m y friends?" 
"You h ave no friends in this crow d,” 
was the reply. 
Coal oil was then applied for the sec­ 
ond time, and while it was being done 
A lexander called to acq u ain tan ces in 
the crow d and said goodby to them . H e 
talked ratio nally until John Forbes, the 
fa th e r of the m urdered girl, lit 
the 
m atch and applied it to the negro’s 
body. 
A gain A lexander was asked to m ake 
a confession, hut he replied th a t he had 
nothing to say. 
As the nam es leaped ab ou t him, A l­ 
ex and er turn ed a gh astly hue 
and 
clasping his h an d s tog eth er began to 
sw ay to an d fro, while the th e crowd 
yelled. 
in five m in utes the negro w as h a n g ­ 
ing limp and lifeless by the chains. 
As 
soon as th e crow d saw th a t fife w as 
extinct, it began to slowly disperse. 
H undreds, how ever, stay ed to the last. 
Men kept piling on wood all th e tim e 
until ai>out 7 o’clock w hen th e flames 
were allowed to die down. 
W hen the fire had burned out sufflc 
iently to allow' the crowd to approach 
the rem ains, th ere was a wild scram ble 
to obtain relics. 
Bits of c h arred flesh 
pieces of chain, scrap s of wood and e v ­ 
ery th in g th a t could possibly serve as 
souvenir w as seized on w ith morbid 
eagerness.

senate was in executive session yester­ 
day nil eft-ort was made to secure con­ 
firmation of the nomination of Mr. Jam es 
S. H arlan, son of Justice Harlan, of the 
E. S. supreme court, to be attorney gen­ 
eral for Porto Rico, but action was pre­ 
vented by Hie objection of Senator P etti­ 
grew. in spite of un appeal from Sena­ 
tors Foraker and Spooner to withdraw 
Mr. Pettigrew said that he had no per­ 
sonal objection to Mr. Harlan. 
His op­ 
position. he said, was based on the fact 
of the nominee’s relationship to Justice 
H arlan and declared that the nomination 
is entirely out of place In view of the 
fact that important litigation affecting 
the island, to which Mr. Harlan Is ap ­ 
pointed is now pending before the court 
of which tile father is a member. 
Mr. 
Pettigrew referred to tile nomination of 
Justice McKenna’s son to a commission 
in Hie arm y and the removal of Major 
Harrison, son of the ex-president, on ac­ 
count of his father’s views. 
There was no quorum present and the 
senate adjourned without action.

m ent now occupied by T iv nan is to tal­ 
ly unfit for hum an 
h ab itatio n ; 
one 
faucet furnishes w ater for 
13 
ten e ­ 
m ents; there is no w ater closet 
and 
ra ts run riot, having holes 
through 
which several can pass together. 


T lv n an h as lately been working In 
the Junk business, doing w hatever he 
can get Lo do. 
Six weeks ago M ontferrand ordered 
him out, claim ing th a t he w as owing 
four dollars a n d a h alf for rent. 
The 
m an refused to move and Tlvnan says 
M ontferrand took the windows out. "It 
w as cold for my child,” said Tlvnan 
to a Hun reporter, “an d I took windows 
from a n o th er ten em ent and put them 
in m ine.” 
A ccording to T iv n a n ’s story, he is at 
present owing hut $6 for rent. 
He 
says 
th a t M ontferrand several weeks 
ago raised his rent from $1.25 to $1.50 
a week with the object of driving him 
out and renting the place to a 
Pole 
fam ily. 
Mr. T lvnan showed the Sun reporter 
the fine accom m odations for rats which 
the house furnishes an d also pointed 
out the lack of san itary a rra n g e m e n ts 
as there is not a w ater closet for any 
of the ten an ts and there are thirteen 
fam ilies there.

Electricity wa* used in the m e d ­ 
ical departm ent of the armies for treat­

Hub marine boats 
were perfected and were one of the 
most im portant branches of the navy.

On July 7. inks, when the an n ex a­ 
tion resolution was passed, there were 
no customs laws of the United States 
in operation in Hawaii and no custom# 
oUlcers of the United States there.

Who First Proposed Lincoln 


for Presidency Dead

Blasdell, one of the founders of re­ 
publican party, and who is said to have 
been the first man to propose the name 
of A braham Lincoln for the presidency, 
is dead.

Detective Sergeant John H. Taylor, who 
was one of the group that arrested Mc­ 
Alister, Kerr, Death and Campbell, was 
the first of the witnesses to tell of the 
confession of the prisoners. 
M CALISTER LOSING N ERV E. 
Cam pbell and D eath were sittin g side 
by side, 
leaning 
forw ard, 
eagerly 
w atching th e witness. McAlister, their 
blase leader, w atched T aylor as if he 
w ere fascinated. 
The change in M cAlister’s physical 
appearance from his calm and cynical 
serenity of M onday w as startlin g . The 
m an w as slum ped down in his chair as 
if he had lost control of 
the nerves 
w hich should bld hi# m uscles to hold 
him upright. 
H is han d s were clasped 
in his lap and he sta re d a t the detec­ 
tiv e w ith the helpless gaze of a hyp­ 
notized m an a t his m aster. 
Prosecutor E m ley having now laid 
th e foundation offered to put on record 
D eath ’s confession of 
the 
m urder 
th ro u g h the testim ony of Taylor. Ex- 
Judge F rancis Scott, counsel for the 
defense, objected to the adm ission of 
D eath ’s statem ent on the ground th a t 
It w as not entirely voluntary,

Detective Titus returned to the witness 
stand and Ex-Judge Scott requested, on 
behalf of the prisoners, that he be not 
allowed to make any statem ent except 
that which should relate to Death him­ 
self, but the court ruled otherwise. 
CONFESSION REVEALED. 
“When Death was brought in,” said 
Titus, “we all treated him iii a sociable 
way.

M cALISTER’S STORY. 
A fter U ndertaker V erm uller had te s­ 
tified as to having em balm ed the body, 
W alter C. M cAlister, one of the pris­ 
oners, w as called to the stand.

were armed, and attempted an Ill-ad- 
vised rescue. 


This created a diversion which at- 


tracted the attention of every one, ami 
ilurlng the excite men t the hnck was 
frantically driven to the county Jail, 
•where Alexander -wns locked in a cell 
just ns the mob reached the doors, 


All the doors of tho jail were tncn 


locked. Sheriff Kverhardy on demand 
refused to deliver the negro. The .side 
door was forced from Its hinges ana 
the crowd surged lino the corridor. A 
liupe Iron liar was secured and the iron 
door of the cellroom forced far enough 
for men to climb over. Several gained 
nn entrance. 
In the meantime the 


crowJ had gained an entrance to the 
etockiido and there was a yelling pack 
In the Jail yard. 


The doors of the roll room were then 


broken down. A man with sharp eyes 
pflpte-,1 a shapeless mass crouched down 
in one corner of (lie dnrk cell and a 
yell of ton or Issued from the cell. 


The tension nt this time was so grpnt 


that strong men filled the corridors 
^^th hysterical laughter. Outside the 
crowd wns yelling Itself hoarse. 


The negro was dragged into the open. 


He had been struck over the hp;ul with 
a hammer, but was still 
conscious. 


Tilpn fought to get at him, infuriated,

The negro wns backed up against it 
and while a chain was sought Alexan- 
der was given another chance to Con- 
fers.

"I have tnld you that 1 am Innocent.

It." 


The suggestion to take the man to 


the place of the murder met with in- 
sia'nt approval nnd the crowd, carry- 
ing the negro, pushed on toward -Ith 
street. He was thrown into n wagon, 
which wns started for the vicinity of 
l/awrence avenue anil Spruce 
street, 


followed by the crowd. 


At 5.15 Alexander was brought to tbft

Horrible Fate of 
an Ac* 


cused Negro

LEAVENW ORTH, Ken. 
Jan. 
16.— 
Fred Alexander, the negro Who on S at­ 
urday evening attem pted 
to assault 
Miss E v a Roth, and who was supposed 
to have assaulted and 
killed 
Pearl 
Forbes In this city In November last, 
was taken from the sheriff’s guard by 
a mob yesterday and burned a t 
the 
• take a t the scene of his crimes, half 
a dozen blocks from the center of the 
city. He maintained his innocence of 
toe m urder of Pearl Forbes to title last. 
Probably 8000 persons witnessed the 
lynching. 
Mobs have been searching the Leav- 
enwoith county jail nightly for the 
last three nights. 
After Alexander’s 
arrest he was taken before Miss Roth, 
who identified him. When it w as found 
that Alexander had not been brought 
In from the penitentiary Monday eye­ 
ing the mob threatened the sheriff and 
warden of the K ansas 
penitentiary 
personally, and warned them 'to 
get 
their families out of both the peneteii- 
tiary and Jail buildings, as they were 
going to destroy them both with dyna­ 
mite. 
This alarmed the sheriff and he con­ 
cluded yesterday morning to bring Al­ 
exander In from Lansing, four 
miles 
distant, at all costs. Word was sent 
over from Gov. Stanley 
during 
the 
morning offering the state militia to 
the sheriff and also to the warden of 
the penitentiary to refuse to turn Alex­ 
ander over unless the sheriff would 
give a written guarantee to 
protect 
him. 
The negro was taken from his cell at 
the state penitentiary in the afternoon 
and brought to town. 
Fifty deputy 
marshals .surrounded him. and deputy 
sheriffs sat in the hack on either side 
of him. 
Fifty vehicles followed the hack. The 
trip to town was made quietly. 
ATTEM PT AT RESCUE. 
W hen the corner of 
4th and Olive 
streets was reached the police, who 
were in the hack following the one in 
which Alexander was concealed. Jump­ 
ed out an d chased several negroes who 
were ajrned, and untempted an ill-ad­ 
vised rescue. 
This created a diversion which a t ­ 
tracted the attention of every one, and 
during the excitement the hack was 
frantically driven to the county Jail, 
where Alexander was locked in a cell 
just as tile mob reached the doors. 
All the doors of the jail were then 
locked. Sheriff Rverhardy on demand 
refused to deliver the negro. The side 
door was forced from its hinges and 
the crowd surged into the corridor. A 
huge Iron bar was secured and the Iron 
door of the cellroom forced far enough 
for men to climb over. Several gained 
an entrance. 
In the meantime the 
crow'd had gained an entrance to the 
stockade and there was a yelling pack 
in the Jail yard. 
Th** doors of the cell room were then 
broken down. A man with sharp eyes 
espied a shapeless mass crouched down 
in o re corner of the dark cell and a 
yell of terror Issued from the cell. 
The tension at this time was so great 
that strong men filled the corridors 
tflth hysterical laughter. Outside the 
crowd was yelling itself hoarse. 
The negro was dragged into the open. 
He had been struck over the head with 
a hammer, but was still 
conscious. 
Men fought to get at him. infuriated, 
struck savagely at him. hitting 
only 
his captors, who guarded him well. 
“ Don’t hurt him now,” they cried. 
"W e’ll burn him.” 
Up the hill into the court house yard 
they dragged him and there 
they 
stopped. 
"I AM INNOCENT.” 
In reply to demands for a confession 
the negro said: 
“I am innocent. I am dying for w hat 
another m an did. I see lots of my 
friends here, they know I did not do 
It. lf I had been guilty I would have 
•ald 
so 
at 
the 
penitentiary 
and 
would have staid there for life. The 
warden told me so. The policeman told 
me so. Would not I have told them 
if I was guilty?'’ 
At this one huge fellow struck Alex­ 
ander in the forehead with his list 
three times. 
Alexander had spoken with the res- 
ignation of a man who sees before him 
only death. 
When he bud finished talking a move 
wras made for a large cottonwood tree 
In a corner of the court house yard. 
The negro was backed up against it 
and while a chain was sought Alexan­ 
der was given another chance to con­ 
fess. 
“My God, men,” he c^Jed In his agony, 
"I have told you that I am innocent. 
I can’t tell you any more. I didn’t do 
it.” 
The suggestion to take the m an to 
the place of the m urder met with in­ 
stant approval and the crowd, ca rry ­ 
ing the negro, pushed on toward 4th 
sti'oet. He was thrown into a wagon, 
which was started for the vicinity of 
Lawrence avenue and Spruce 
street, 
followed by the crowd. 
At 5.15 Alexander was brought to the 
scene of the m urder of Pearl Forbes, 
a t the corner of law ren ce avenue and 
Spruce street, and there a semi-circle 
w'hs formed. 
Alexander was brought 
up in a wagon with a dozen men. 
The 
wagon was stopped in front of the rav ­ 
ine and Alexander was shoved forward 
into full view of the crowd, A howl 
went up which was quickly hushed as 
the prisoner raised his shackled hands 
to begin to speak but the crowd drown­ 
ed his trembling voice. 
Tile negro was then driven down the 
em bankment to the pile of wood, with 
his 
hands 
still shackled, and 
there 
bound to the stake. 
Long before the 
wagon 
containing 
the doomed man arrived at the place a 
crowd had gathered. 
Many 
carried 
rails and boards. Several seized rall- 
road irons and carried them to the rav ­ 
ine. 
A railroad iron was planted upright 
In tile mud and made fast to cross­ 
pieces of metal. Around the improvis­ 
ed stake wood and boards were piled, 
end to this the man was chained in a 
standing position. Coal oil was then 
poured over him. 
Hefore tile m atch was applied John 
Forbes, father of the murdered girl, 
stepped up to Alexander and said: "Are 
you guilty of murdering my daughter?” 


“I don’t know w hat you have me here 
for,” said Alexander. 
Forbes replied: "For killing my girl 
on this very spot.” 
“Mr. For be*, if th a t’s your name, you 
have the wrong man,” said the negro. 
“You’re burning an innocent man. You 
took advantage of me. You gave me 
no show. Can I see my mother?" 
A man In the crowd called for the 
mother, but she was not in the crowd, 
having been taken 
away 
by some 
friends. 
Alexander then said: “Will you let 
me shake hands with all ray friends?” 
"You have no friends in this crowd," 
was the reply. 
Coal oil was th*»n applied for the sec­ 
ond time, and while it was being done 
Alexander called to acquaintances in 
the crowd and said goodby to them. He 
talked rationally until John Forbes, the 
father of the murdered girl, lit 
the 
match and applied it to the negro’s 
body. 
Again Alexander wats asked to make 
a confession, but he replied that he had 
nothing to say. 
As the flames leaped about him, Al­ 
exander turned a ghastly hue 
and 
clasping his hands together began to 
sway to und fro, while the the crow’d 
yelled. 
In five m inutes the negro was h an g ­ 
ing limp and lifeless by the chains. As 
soon as the crowd saw that fife w as 
extinct, It began to slowly disperse. 
Hundreds, however, stayed to the last. 
Men kept piling on wood all the time 
until about 7 o'clock when the flames 
were allowed to die down. 
When the fire had burned out suffic­ 
iently to allow the crowd to approach 
the remains, there was a wild scramble 
to obtain relics. 
Bits of charred flesh, 
pieces of chain, scraps of wood and ev­ 
erything that could possibly serve as a 
souvenir was seized on with morbid 
eagerness.

Tivnan has lately been working In 
the Junk business, doing whatever he 
can get to do. 
Six weeks ago Montferrand ordered 
him out, claiming that he wan owing 
four dollars and a half for rent. 
The 
man refused to move and Tivnan says 
Montferrand took the windows out. “It 
was cold for my child,” said Tivnan 
to a Sun reporter, “and I took windows 
from another tenement ami put them 
in mine.” 
According to Tlvnnn’s story, he Is at 
present owing but $6 for rent. 
He 
says 
that Montferrand several weeks 
ago raised his rent from $1.35 to $1.50 
a week with the object of driving him 
out and renting the place to a 
Pole 
family. 
Mr. Tivnan showed the Sun reporter 
the fine accommodations for rats which 
the house furnishes and also pointed 
out the lack of sanitary arrangem ents 
as there Is not a w ater closet for any 
of the tenants and there are thirteen 
families there. 
According to Mr. Montferrand, the 
landlord, TI vim n Is u hard customer 
and has had trouble before. He fur­ 
ther says that Tivnan is owing 
him 
$13.50. 
Constable McManus says of the case 
“Surely the people will take this m atter 
up and compel the board

tation for sueh a movement 
outside is 
taken to be simply a lever used for the 
purpose of bearing cotton. 
Any statement as to the number 
of 
pieces of goods In Fall River today says 
the Globe of that city. is a guess, pure 
and simple, although the amount is plac­ 
ed by many as slightly in excess of 2,- 
€00,000 pieces. 
With the constant accu­ 
mulation of goods there Is naturally some 
talk of action being taken to relieve tho 
situation should the market remain in its 
present unsatisfactory and dull condition. 
But agents do not look upon the c o iti­ 
ons of the market as being as bad as 


they were when curtailment was resort­ 
ed to last year, and do not expect to 
be compelled to stop their 
machinery. 
For a long time now, buying has been 
for Immediate needs, un I Jobber* are very 
low on cotton goods of all kinds. 
In 
some instances goods have been sold to 
clear up stocks at somewhat easier prices 
than they were held at a few weeks ago. 
But the hope of 
an active business

So that any talk 
of curtailment receives little 
encourag- 
roent and it is generally the opinion tliut 
the stock of goods held in the city will 
have to be much lurger before any move­ 
ment to curtail production will be inau­ 
gurated.

The last und only 
accurate census of the island ever ta k ­ 
en shows the total Insular population 
to be about 1,570.00ft, of which nearly 
one-fifth, or a total of 235.981, compris­ 
ing 60,000 voters, are crowded into the 
capital. 
It m atters little that tas we 
•re told) the island can support ten 
times its present population, with its 
Vast areas of yet uncultivated lands 
and virgin forests, so long as the people 
will persist In crowding into the cities. 
There are 96 centers of population, each 
containing more than 1,000 inhabitants; 
16 with more than 8,000 each and ll\e 
with over 25,000 each, besides Havana, 
with nearly a quarter million. 
This may account for the fact that 
this city is probably the noisiest aggre­ 
gation of hum anity in America under 
normal conditions, und when added to 
the ordinary causes of disturbance we 
have, as at present, a political cam ­ 
paign going on, it can only be compared 
to a veritable pandemonium. 
When the Cuban indulges in the lux­ 
ury of a political discussion—and he is 
now treating himself to this luxury in 
its fullest and most satisfactory sense, 
having been deprived of it tilt her to all 
his life—he does not hie himself to the 
nearest hall or barroom, but seeks the 
contiguous cafe. 
The ordinary Cuban 
never takes “his n’’ standing or leaning 
over a bar, but first assures himself of 
a s-at, then lights a cigarette, then re­ 
quests a waiter to bring him a glass of 
“limonada” or “agua d u k e” or some 
equally innocuous beverage and pro­ 
ceeds to sip it so leisurely that it may 
perhaps last him for hours. Meanwhile 
the political discussion is going on, 
waxing more and more fervid us it pro­ 
ceeds until for vociferousness an ordi­ 
nary caucus In the United States be­ 
comes as nothing in comparison.

The second party is the so call- 
led Republican, with its stronghold in 
the eastern section of Cuba, where the 
blacks are moat numerous, constituting 
43 per cent of the population.

The next party is the Union Demo­ 
cratic, composed mainly of the m er­ 
chant and tiading class, professionals, 
etc., who, being chiefly Spanish in o u ­ 
ght or connections, are mostly anti- 
American.
